The treaty must be cut clear of tht 


league. So closely were these inter- 
woven by the former president that 
this phase alone presents mountainouf 
labor. Then those political and econo- 
mic portions of the treaty which ar« 
repugnant to America, — and there ar« 
many of them — must be amended and 
modified and some killed altogether. 
This will involve extended negotia- 
tions with the other signers, with 
always the prospect of a fight whicfc 
will delay matters almost indefini- 
tely.
